Sir Henry W, Thornton, chairman 
of the Canadian National Railways, 
and E, W, Beatty, chairman of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, joint 
vice presidents of Canadian Air-, 
ways, attended the meeting. 


Mr. Richardson presentd a brief 
history of Canadian Airways, and 
then discussed at some length the 


balance sheet, The net operating rev- 
enues of the company, to December 
$1, 1930—including 13 months for the 
western lines and 12 months for the 
eastern lines—were $1,617,543, The 
net loss, after all charges—including 
depreciation amounting to $4186,332— 
was $68,704, 
LOSS EXPECTED 

Considering the sharp decrease in 
mining operations during the last half 
of the year particularly, and the de- 


eral, with consequent loss of freight, 
express and passenger revenue, this 
loss was not unexpected, Mr, Richard- 
son explained, The new organization

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t G THE WASTE GAS 


It will be good news to every one who 
is interested in the economic use of the 
resources of the province that a plant is 
to be built in Calgary to recover benzine 
from the waste gas of the Turner Valley, 
by the method developed by Dr. Boomer 
in his experiments at the University. 

That the plant is to be built on a semi- 
commercial scale indicates that these ex- 
periments have been successful —success- 
ful at least to a degree that warrants the 
cost of giving the process a practical try- 
out under ordinary conditions of manu- 
facture. The outcome will be awaited 
with very real and very general interest, 
for the end in view is the utilization of 
enormous quantities of valuable gas, which 
is now being burned because that is the 
only known way to get rid of it. 


PARIS OVERSEAS EXHIBITION 


Sentiment and business considerations 
will combine to arouse wide interest in 
Canada in the Overseas International Ex- 
hibition that is to be held this summer in 
aris, France. The exhibition will open in 
May, and already preparations are said to 
be well advanced, the grounds being got 
into shape and the buildings nearing com- 
pletion. The event is planned to be the 
most complete representation ever at- 
tempted in Europe of the life, customs and 
occupations of overseas peoples. 

Canada will no doubt be well represent- 
ed among the visitors to this unique fair. 
Canadians intending to spend a holiday in 
Burope will doubtless arrange their trips 
to include a visit to the exhibition, when 
possible, while a considerable number may 
be expected to cross the ocean for the spe- 
cial purpose of witnessing the display. To 
the French-speaking section of the Cana- 
dian people the attraction will be particu- 
larly strong to take the occasion to visit 
the Jand from which their ancestors came. 

Participation of the Canadian Govern- 
ment and of private business concerns in 
the exhibition will offer the opportunity 
to help stimulate trade relations between 
Canada and France, and to further streng- 
then the friendship between the peoples of 
the old land and the new. Readers who 
may be personally interested in the event 
will be given full information and any as- 
sistance required if they get in touch by 
letter with the Canadian committee, whose 
address is that of the French Commercial 
Attache, 11 St. Sacrament, Montreal. 


THE FIVE YEAR RESTRICTION 

The council of the Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce foresees that settlement in 
northern Alberta will be retarded if the 
rule is enforced that no person may take 
up a homestead until he or she has resided 
in the province for five years. That would 
appear to be inevitable. 

Some real hardship and considerable 
disappointment would be thus imposed, 
upon pioneer families who have gone into 
remote districts and located, in hope and 
expectation that their present isolation 
would be broken by the arrival of new set- 
tlers, the occupation of vacant land and 
the development of community life. Con- 
sideration is due to these people, as it is 
to those who have come to the province in 
recent years intending to farm, and who 
have been working in order to get to- 
gether a stake with which to start life on 
homesteads, 

In the interests of both these classes, 
and of the public, it would be well if the 
five year residence requirement were 
waived in the cases of persons now actu- 
ally residing in the province. Unless that 
concession is made, a large number of 
prospective homesteaders will be obliged 
to spend a probationary period of two, 
three, or four years before they can take 
up land. 

In the natural course of things most of 
these will seek work in the cities and 
towns, thus continuing the congestion in 
the labor market and adding to the un- 
employment difficulty. And by the time 
the probationary period has been served 
a good many will have changed their 
minds, or become so situated that home- 
steading will no longer attract them or be 
practically possible, 


THE COUNCIL STANDS RESPONSIBLE 

The Provincial Government is willing 
to take on the job of policing Edmonton 
for the sum of $160,000 per year, as a 
minimum charge. The cost of maintaining 


is estimated at $200,000. Stating the 
figures ends the argument so far as the 
cost enters into the calculation; and the 
chance to save $40,000 is not to be under- 
rated at the present juncture. 

But cost is not the only, nor the chief, 
question of concern in relation to the 
policing of the city. The more important 
consideration is hinted in the following 
paragraph from the letter containing the 
offer of the Government: “If any agree- 
ment were completed consideration would 
necessarily haye to be given to its dura- 
tion and method of renewal, and also the 
basis upon which increases in the force 
would be made to take care of the growth 
of the city or any special conditions war- 
ranting the increase.” 

It is the business of the city council to 
provide the residents of Edmonton with 
efficient and sufficient police protection. 
That is a responsibility which council can 
in no way pass along to the Provincial 
Government or any other body. If council 
sees fit, for financial or other reasons, to 
relegate this detailed duty to the Govern- 
ment, council will still have to stand 
accountable to the taxpayers for the kind 
and sufficiency of the police protection 
that is given to them. 

The question of how long the proposed 
arrangement would last, how it could be 
terminated, and what power council would 
have to demand a larger force or a more 
efficient force than was being provided, 
are questions which take precedence over 
the matter of cost. If any agreement is to 
be made, council will do well to frame it in 
the light of its own continuing and ines- 
capable responsibility to the taxpayers, 
and not under any delusion that it is 
divesting itself or can divest itself of the 
duty of protecting the lives and property 
of the citizens.

| CAUSES OF MUCOUS COLITIS 

If you have been finding long shreds or strings of 
mucus jn your stools, you may have mucous colitis, 
which is something lke a cold except that the mucu 
flows from the colon instead of from the nose 

Of course, the mucous membranes of the intestine 
throw off mucus the same as any other mucous mem- 
branes, but when the intestines are irritated mure 
usual by toxic material they try to protect themselves 
against the irritation by pouring out excess quanti- 
lies of mucus, and this is what is seon in the stools 

In some ¢ s the mucus is in long shreds and the 
movement may consist of nothing else; in others 
this is blood stained, and in most cases the mucus 
is mixed in with the bowel movement. ‘The mucus 
may be in the shape of a round tube, but it is ‘more 
likely to be in strings of slimy material which, like 
gelatin, are hard to hold between the fingers. 

The patient sees the strips of mucus and is wor- 
ried about them, but of course he does not see the real 
trouble, which is an inflamed condition of the intes- 
tines, In fact, the word colitis means inflammation 
of the colon, The colon may become = so _ irrittated 
that tt is tender, congested, slightly swollen, and the 
movements are watery, 

Some of the common causes of colitis are: any 
condition causing a long continued irritation, such as 
kinks in the bowel, constipation, toxic material due 
to wrong food, large numbers of harmful intestinal 
bacteria, intestinal parasiles, interference with the 
normal tone of the intestine, or lack of exercise which 
produces a general weakness with poor circulation 
and a general lack of muscular tone throughout the 
whole alimentary canal, 

Some of the common symptoms 


of colitis are: 
men which come and go according to the amount of 
fecal matter which presses on the tender, inflamed 
spots in the colon; frequent, watery bowel movements, 
45 many as eight or ten a day in some patients; a 
stabbing pain when the bowels move; either consti- 
| pation or diarrhea; and in some cases, fever, As 
| with other digestive disturbances, there is nausea, 
perhaps yomiling and undernourishment. 

Colitis is casily mistaken for appendicitis or for 
inflammation of the ovaries. In many cases the irri- 
tation of the colon by poisons and its distension by 
gus cause distress which is thought due to some other 
disease. 

Colitis is not a disease which causes death, How- 
ever, it is @ very annoying trouble and unless over- 
| come it may become ulcerative colitis in which the 
| sore places break down and become ulcers and throw 
off pus

Diogenes, the Cynic, who lived in a tub for a time 
to accustom himself to all sorts of weather, was one 
of the wittiest of the early Greeks, Sold to Xehiades, 
a Corinthian, as a slave, he tutored his master’s sons, 
but had plenty of time left to teach the multitude that 
avoidance of physical pleasure is a virtue, and to make 
clever remarks, Alexander the Great, said.

“Courage, my lads,” called out Diogenes to the 
audience, “I see land ahead!" 

Someone asked him the proper time to breakfast, 
He replied:—

Several inquirers have asked me to 
explain ‘resistance’ as a term in 
psychology, although they do not all 
have the same question in mind. 
Most of them find the word in the 
Freudian iiterature. The psychoan- 
alyst wants to get at the hidden 
sources of your complexes or your 
phobias or your troubles, but you 
have a tendency to conceal them. 
You don’t want to admit the real 
reasons for the decisions or the ac- 
tions or the attitudes which you 
have taken. So you refuse to tell 
the analyst quite all he wants to 
know, and you guard off his in- 
quiries. That is what he calls re- 
sistance. 

He finds much of it in the sexual 
sphere. Here is a young woman who 
finds herself unwilling to go back 
and live with her husband. She 
Says the life in the small town is 
dull, that she and her child are now 
living with a sister in the city and 
she has a vague dread that some- 
thing disastrous will happen if she 
returns, She denies that she has 
lost affection for her husband. The 
psychoanalyst cannot make a clear 
story of the matter, and suspects a 
resistance, which at last she con- 
fesses. namely, that she does not 
want to have another child. 


The pschoanalyst also accuses psy- 
chologists who do not agree with his 
views of the sexual origin of many 
of our mental troubles as having a

Obviousiy, it is a very conveni- 
ent word, enabling us to accuse 
others of holding complexes, which 
are emotional, while we hold our 
own views as convictions, which are 
rational. 

Certainly, all prejudices, as well 
as concealments, are resistances of 
some sort. Also, is it true that the 
sources of many of them lie deep in 
the subconscious, where they seek 
protection by hiding, Resistance goes 
over to repression, which, according 
to the Freudian view, means that 
you forget what is unpleasant, and 
that is the source of opposition. The 
question then becomes one of how 
much resistance is conscious and 
how much subconscious, 

Apart from the personal reference 
which the cited case illustrates, the 
term suggests a social application 
in all the varied resistances that 
tradition sets up to practices that 
are in themselves quite rational and 
proper. Conservatism is a great re- 
sisting force; it is resistance to 
change. Similarly negativism ts a 
symptom often prominent in chil- 
dren which leads them to say “no,” 
even though they have no great ob- 
jection to the proposal. 

The spirit of denial is resistance; 
it is the natural reaction against too 
ready suggestibility. The world is 
made up of consenters and dissen- 
ters. Resistance is just a term that 
has been adopted, in one connection 
or another, to describe well-known 
mechanisms in human behavior and 
attitudes,
